The following from the Tucson Citi-

Eureka. The body was found with a 
pistol shot through the heart, and lying 
between the county safe and that of 
Wells, Fargo & Co., the former wide 
open, and the latter shut, and the com- 
binatian. «».

The Coroner's 
inquest has been in session all day 
without a verdict as yet.
